An Improved Bag for Preserving Flowers or the like. 

i, Marie Bebtels, of 15 and 16, Bernburgerstrasse, Berlin, Germany, Spinster, 
' hereby declare the nature of this invention to be as follows: — 

"This invention relates to a Lag for preserving flowers and the like and lias 
r its object to provide a receptacle for plants and flowers which have been 
llected in botanizing or while out for an excursion. 

'In carrying the invention into effect I cut a circular piece of waterproof linen 
vbther suitable material ornamented at the edge by punching in any desired 
attern. 

|Phe material of the bag having been cut out, a suitable cord is inserted, being 
asfled through a series of holes punched or otherwise formed on the periphery 
f the bap: at uniform intervals and of which there are always two corresponding 
each other. 

By means of this cord the material is then drawn together and a baj; resembling 
"pompadour" is formed. 

iWhen in use the bag is filled at the bottom with damp moss, or the like, and 
'e stalks of the flowers are inserted into the bag, which latter is then tightly 
" wn together and tied by means of the cord. In this way the flowers are kept 
"sh and present the appearance of a tied-up bouquet, and they may also be 
rried more conveniently than when held in the hand without any covering. 
In order that the invention may be the better understood drawings are appended 
lustrating the invention in wliich Fig. 1 is an elevational view of the bag 
sed. 

Yig. 2 is a plan of Pig. 1. 

A is the material of which the bag is formed having holes h punched or 
e'rwise formed near the edge of the sheet and through which is passed the 
' e by which the whole is drawn together to form a bag as shown.
